Both the instant invention and the closest prior art (combined invention of Adelson, 
U.S. Patent No. 4,661,986 and Ohki, U.S. Patent No. 6,831,694) are directed to a method for 
generating a focused image of an object from an optical imaging system. The instant invention 
further recites the limitation "defining a plurality of image regions using the known location of the 
object" in claim 6 which is not taught by the prior art of record.
